The statem ent is in reality an 
answer to many points of criticism 
m ade in congress during the debate 
regarding forest reserves indulged in 
during tint latter part of the session. 
It supplem ents the president’s state­ 
ment of Monday regarding his order 
creating the new reserves. 
The state 
m ent follows: 
“National forests are created with 
the main object of using all their re­ 
sources 
in the wisest 
way. 
Every­ 
thing 
is 
for use; 
the timber, 
the 
range, tho water, the land. Only those 
lands chiefly valuable for the produc­ 
tion of timber or the protection of the 
water 
flow are included 
in national 
forests. 
Little 
patches 
of 
agricul­ 
tural land, small mountain meadow’s, 
and very inconsiderable areas of open 
grazing 
land must 
necessarily fall 
within 
their boundaries. 
All 
such 
tracts where cultivation 
is possible 
are being classified and are passing to 
private ownership through the act of 
June ll, 190*), which is an extension 
of the homestead law’, to the national 
forests. 
“The miner is better off in a nation 
OLI forest than, en the unreserved pub­

All for Prompt Use. 


“All timber and wood in the nation­ 
al forests is for use, and for prompt 
use. 
It is sold to the small men ;e 
to tho big nu n. Everybody who need^ 
timber to establish his home gets it 
fro? of charge when he asks for it. In 
the sale of timber there is no chance 
for monopoly, for tine secretary of ag 
riculture can sell as much or as little 
as he pies ses, to whomever he pleases 
and for whatever price he deems fair 
for the host interests of all the pen 
pie. 
Tlio government, gets a fair ra­ 
tion for its timber, whereas before, 
under the timber 
and stone 
law, it 
I TP. at: .Aly gave it away and in such 
a manner that it was monopolized in 
va:-; tracts 
by corporate 
interests. 
And after it was cut off the land was 
burned over and becam e nonproduc­ 
tive waste.

aroused In the 
day’s session 
of the 
trial 
of Harry K. Thaw 
by the 
an­ 
nouncement that Mrs. William Thaw, 
the mother 
of the defendant, 
would 
take the witness stand, 
was quickly 
dulled by the continued cross-examina­ 
tion of Dr. Charles G Wagner, one of 
the alienists for the 
defense, by Dis­ 
trict Attorney 
Jerome. 
Dr. Wagner 
was on the stand the entire day and 
when adjournment for tile day was an­ 
nounced, the district attorney seemed 
to have much ground yet to cover with 
the expert. 
Mrs. Thaw was present in the wit 
ness room waiting to be called, but 
she may not be reached before Thurs 
day morning. 
While decidedly dull in the matter 
of testimony elicited from the witness, 
the day’s session was made notable 
by a clash between District Attorney 
Jerome and Justice Fitzgerald, at the 
climax of which the 
prosecuting offi 
cer refused point'blank to cite to the 
court the authorities upon which he 
w as predicating an argument. 
Mr. Je 
rome was requested by the presiding 
judge to submit to him whatever an 
thorities he had upon the subject. 
“I have such a high respect for the 
courts of this Jurisdiction,” retorted 
Mr. Jerome, “that I will 
not submit 
authorities on a question of law which 
is so elemental in character and upon 
which the authorities are so abundant 
that I must presume the learned court 
knows of them.” 


Ruled in Favor of Defense. 


With flushed face and a sharp rap 
of his gavel, Justice Fitzgerald said if 
the district attorney 
did not submit 
the authorities the court 
would as­ 
sum e that he did not know of any. Mr. 
Jerome did not submit the authorities 
and Justice Fitzgerald ruled in favor 
of the defense on the point at issue, 
which, briefly stated, was the ques­ 
tion as to whether the state on cross­ 
examination should be allowed to go 
farther with an expert 
witness than 
counsel for the defense was allowed to 
go upon direct examination. 
District Attorney Jerome 
was as 
defiant in bis tone as be was in the 
words he uttered. 
Justice Fitzgerald 
rapped several tim es with his gavel, 
twisted about im patiently in his chair, 
and it was plainly 
with much effort 
that he retained his judicial compos­ 
ure. 
The storm broke in the midst of 
an extremely 
dull morning 
session, 
when some of the spectators in the 
courtroom actually were 
nodding in 
their 
chairs. 
During 
the 
unusual 
scene between the judge and Mr. Je­ 
rome, however, there was a hush in 
the room which gave em phasis to each 
word uttered either from tile bench 
or by the prosecuting attorney. 
The incident began with an objec­ 
tion interposed 
by Mr. Delmas 
to a 
question asked Dr. 
Wagner by Mr. 
Jerome. 
The district attorney wanted 
the witness 
to repeat 
certain 
con­ 
versations he bad had with Thaw in 
the 
Tombs. 
Mr. Delmas 
protested 
that he had not been allowed to go 
into these conversations on direct ex­ 
amination. 


Delmas Soon Lost to View. 


He was proceeding at some length 
to state the position 
of the defense 
wrhen Mr. Jerome interrupted with the 
remark that the argument did not call 
“for a stump 
speech.” 
Mr. Delmas 
protested against this “offensive lan­ 
guage” by the district attorney. 
Jus­ 
tice Fitzgerald interposed in the dis­ 
cussion and Mr. Delmas was soon lost 
to view because 
of the turn 
affairs 
took. 
During the course 
of bis argument 
the district attorney placed himself on 
record by saying that 
the legal as­ 
sumption before the 
court today is 
that Harry K. Thaw is Insane. 
He de­ 
clared the 
alienists for the 
defense 
have shown Thaw to have been insane 
as late as Sept. 22, last, and in the ab­ 
sence of proof to the contrary, the as­ 
sumption is that he remains insane. 
Justice Fitzgerald declared that tin 
present jury only has to do with the 
question of T haw ’s sanity or insanity 
on the night that he shot and killed 
Stanford White. 
Dr. Wagner was allowed to give his 
conversations with Thaw during the 
period that he believed the defendant 
to be of unsound mind. 
Tie said Thaw 
remembered having approached and 
having 
shot 
White. 
He 
protested, 
however, that ha Lad not Lim ailed a 


any time 10 kill tho man, but wanted 
to have him legally punished. 
Much of the day was given over to 
technical 
questions concerning 
the 
mental and physical examinations to 
which 
Thaw was 
subjected In 
tho 
fo m bs by Doctors Wagner and Evans 
During some of th<* long explanations 
offered 
by the 
alienist Mr. 
Jerome 
walked restlessly to and fro and once 
sat down n» ar tim newspaper mon and 
entered into conversation with them. 
In answering some of the questions 
propounded by the district attorney, 


Dr. Wagner said he was compelled to 
•ise long names. 
“Go ahead,” said the prosecutor. 
The expert proceeded. 
The official 
stenographer 
squirmed and 
most of 
the jurors laughed heartily. 
“I can’t help it," explained Dr. W ag­ 
ner, 
its if in apology for the 
longest 
name he uttered. 
“I know you can’t,” 
mid Mr. Jerome. 
“You go right ahead 
whenever you feel like it.” 


R E T U R N S A N O P E N V E R D I C T . 


Coroner’s Jury Unable to Determine 
Who Killed Guerin. 
Chicago, 
March 
G.— A 
coroner’s 
Jury 
was unable to 
more than 
de­ 
termine whether Webster Guerin, the 
artist who 
was found dead 
in his 
studio last week, cam e to bis death 
from a shot 
fired by him self 
or by 
Mrs. McDonald, who was in the studio 
at the time of the shooting and is now 
under 
arrest 
charged with 
killing 
Guerin. 
The 
jury was out 
for over 
eight 
hours and it being apparent that they 
could not agree, it was decided to re­ 
turn aa open 
verdict. 
Had they re- 
ported that they could not agree in­ 
stead 
of returning 
this verdict, 
it 
would have been necessary to impanel 
a new jury and begin the inquest over 
again. 
The case will now’ go to the grand 
jury and the criminal court. 
After the 
verdict, Coroner Peter Hoffman said: 
“I ani of the opinion that the ver­ 
dict 
will be 
approved in 
criminal 
court. 
In the evidence 
produced at 
the inquest there was nothing to show 
conclusively that Guerin was shot by 
the woman, while there wras testimony 
that gave rise to a reasonable doubt 
and fib is undoubtedly 
influenced the 
jury in their decision.” 
Guerin’s friends assert that he and 
Mrs. McDonald had been 
lovers for 
many years and that the woman, fear­ 
ing that she was losing her hold on 
Guerin, shot him. 
She wnas the only 
person in the studio w’ith Guerin when 
he 
was 
killed. 
Occupants 
of 
the 
building heard the two quarreling for 
8OD10 time before the shooting.

St. Petersburg, March G.—The open­ 
ing of the duma, or lower house of the 
Russian parliament, 
although in it­ 
self devoid of incident, was made the 
occasion 
of 
a great 
revolutionary 
demonstration by the St. Petersburg 
proletariat and the 
students of the 
city, which 
resulted in several 
en­ 
counters between the police and the 
populace and more or less serious in­ 
jury to a number of the latter. 
The 
situation was such 
that the authori­ 
ties were forced to fill the streets with 
military patrols, as in 
the ominous 
days of the Trepoff regime. 
After the adjournment of the se s­ 
sion of the house a tumultuous crowd. 
by this 
time estimated 
to number 
close to 40,000 persons, with red ban­ 
ners flying and 
accompanied by the 
music of revolutionary chants, started, 
like the followers of Father Capon on 
Jan. 22, 1905, toward the central quar­ 
ter of the city, where the winter pal­ 
ace of the emperor is located. 
Few 
elem ents of the prelude of “lied Sun 
day” were lacking, and the command 
"fire” would have precipitated sim i­ 
lar massacre. 
But tin* present prefect 
of St. Petersburg, General Draeheffski, 
followed another course and dispersed 
tile procession by charges of mounted 
gendarmes armed with whips, and by 
an imposing display of force he pre 
vented 
the demonstrators 
from 
re­ 
forming. 


Gave the Spectators Free Rein. 


During the long hours of the morn­ 
ing and afternoon the police guardin'-, 
the Tauride palace acted with great 
forbearance, giving the spectators a 
free vent in singing and cheering, and 
only interfering to prevent the people 
from forcing their way Into the palace. 
When the deputies emerged after 
the adjournment 
of the session 
the 
temper 
of the crowd 
was fired 
by 
speeches from 
Social Revolutionary 
members, a dozen of whom mounted 
upon the shoulders of their followers 
and harangued those present upon the 
necessity 
of 
organizing to 
support 
parliament against 
the government. 
The 
social 
revolutionary 
motto, 
"through fight our right,” was adopted 
as a general slogan, and sim ultaneous­ 
ly. red_ handke rchiefs bedark to flatter 


above the beads of the crowd and then 
the crimson 
banners appeared 
like 
magic. 
The crowd, singing the Mar­ 
seillaise and battle songs of the Rus­ 
sian revolution, 
then moved 
slow ly 
down the broad Fourchstadtskala ave­ 
nue, stopping at Intervals to listen to 
speeches an I to sing. 
It demonstrated on the way in front 
of the house of the chief of the secret 
police, 
where a small force 
of gen­ 
darmes made an attempt to disperse 
the people, but soon fell back in face 
of the resolute bearing of the ninni- 
fostants, 
who 
followed them 
with 
cries of ‘hangmen, bloodhounds.” 


Crowd Dispersed by Gendarmes. 


In the meantim e the authorities had 
hastily concentrated 
a strong force 
of gendarmes, which charged the head 
of the procession when it reached the 
Litoinv Prospect, o n e of the main ave­ 
nues of the city. Tin* gendarmes piled 
their 
whips 
vigorously and 
In enc 
cast- used the 
lints of their sabers. 
Tile crowd attempted to reassem ble In 
front of the detention prison, where 
hundreds of political 
prisoners are 
confined, and again 
in front of the 
general court building, where the po­ 
litical trials art- held, but In each In­ 
stance it was dispersed. 
The gendarm es 
by this tim e 
had 
been reinforced by detachments of tho 
Chevalier guards, who galloped hither 
and thither clearing tho roadway amid 
curses of derision from the sidewalks. 
Finally 
a large 
force of 
Cossacks, 
armed with lances, arrived I t i sight. 
The spitsful, red pennoned weapons. 
which never before had been brought 
out in street demonstrations, took all 
the heart out of tho crowd. 
Anet lier monster demonstration w as 
held at the university to celebrate the 
“victory of revolutionary democracy.” 
The 
quay along the 
Neva and 
the 
streets in the neighborhood of the uni­ 
versity 
were 
densely 
packed, 
but 
there was no interference by troops or 
police, who arrived on the scene in 
strong force 
only after the 
dem on­ 
stration had com e to an end. 
Premier Stolypin, 
In order 
to di­ 
minish bis, chances of possible a ssas­ 
sination. passed the night in the Tau­ 
ride palace, and it is understood that 
he has taken a suite of rooms in a 
wing of the palace which he will oc­ 
cupy as long as parliament is in se s­ 


sio n . 
There 
is 
great 
nervous 
tension 
throughout the city. 
Count Witte is 
very pessim istic and fears the fei st is 
I yet to come.

CAH SHORTAGE 


Duluth Herald: 
“ W e are shorter a 
greater number of ears today than we 
have been at any time during the past 
two years,” said a Duluth otlicial of one 
of the big railroad lines this morning. 
“ I look to see the .shortage continue un­ 
til the first of May. at least, which will 
be a longer period than a similar con­ 
dition of affairs has ever lasted*, accord­ 
ing to the best of my recollection.” 
The agreeable weather of the last two 
or three weeks has given tin* roads an 
opportunity to greatly relieve the con­ 
gestion 
at the terminals, but it 
is 
claimed that no relief is felt in tho car 
situation itself. 
The immense quantity 
of freight that accumulated during tho 
period of heavy .snowstorms, when traffic 
was completely blocked at times, is now 
moving in largo volume, and while the 
delay,- are not so frequent, there is still 
much trouble in 
providing 
enough 
cars for the business. 
The delays now 
are at the point of shipment, where be­ 
fore they occurred both at tho point of 
shipment and on the road. 
On** thing that has a good deal to do 
with the present shortage is the fact 
that between 30,000 and 40,000 loaded 
freight cars have been tied up on the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Hues, between Minnesota and the Paci­ 
fic coast, for some time past. 
Some of 
the cars have been sidetracked 
for 
weeks. 
The snow, insufficient motive 
power, limited trackage, and washouts, 
all havo something to do with the situa- 
ation. 
Ju st now the Western lines are 
greatly bothered with washouts, result­ 
ing from thaws following on the heels 
of heavy snowstorms. 
It is said that on tho Northern P a c i­ 
fic alone, a few days ago, there wore 
18,000 loaded freight cars between D u ­ 
luth and the coast, which had been do­

But 
I thought hard weather might make all 
the difference even to sparrows. 
So I put .a long piece of apple peel 
among the bread, 
it looked quito good 
to eat, I>uI might he taken by a very 
suspicious bird for something of the 
nature of string or tape, which sp a r­ 
rows seem to regard with particular 
distrust. 
Can they regard it as an 
emblem 
of 
captivity?

bread was thrown on the ground about 
fifty sparrows perched in a tree above 
it. 
They looked at It very glumly, and 
not one ventured to come down.

erally they would he devouring the 
bread within a few seconds.

tle over throe hours a crowd of spar 
rows watched the broad with the ter 
tilde piece of apple peel lying among 
it. hut it remained untouched.
